Despite a standout season on a mediocre football 
team, Flanagan short-sightedly felt the road tot 
financial security did not include four more years!

Fortunately, Flanagan’s future father-in-law! 
changed his mind. As a result, he will join charter! 
member Earl Meneweather in tfye Humboldt State 
University athletic hall of fame tomorrow. 

“One only had to be associated with this young 
man on the field of athletics to know that one day he 
would attain a high level of athletic success, recalls 
Meneweather, now special assistant to the president 
and ombudsman at Humboldt State.

“My first contact with him was when he turned 
out for football in 1957,” says the former McClym¬ 
onds coach. “He displayed the discipline, vigor, 
attitude and intensity that a coach loves to see. 

But even Meneweather, the first inductee into 
HSU’s athletic hall, could not foresee the heights to 
-which his protege would rise. 

Flanagan enrolled at Humboldt as a 5-foot-11, 
180-pounder. He graduated as a 0-4, 272-pound All- 
American tackle. 


“I guess you could say I was sorta manufactured 
by (coach) Phil Sarboe and (trainer) Ced Kinzer,” 
he says today. “They put me on food and weight 
training programs.” 

Flanagan’s varsity career spanned 1957-60. in 
1959 he was named offensive tackle on the NAIA All- 
District as well as the Far Western Conference first 

teams. , .. . „ 

After Humboldt’s 10-0 regular season the follow¬ 
ing year the Associated Press selected him for its 
Little All-America and All-Coast teams, and he was 
named to the NAIA All-America squad. Needless to 
say, he was also All-FWC. 

“Although I felt Vester would have a successful 
athletic career, I did not anticipate how much he 
would mature, nor the intensity he would display, 
playing the game of football,” Meneweather says. 

“What a pleasure it was to watch him pull out of 
the line and block opposing linemen.” 

Flanagan also competed for the track team, 
once setting a HSU javelin record of 212 feet. 

Following his senior year of football he was 
drafted by the Green Bay Packers, Denver of the 
then American Footballl League and Saskatchewan. 
The Canadian team made the best offer, but 
Flanagan says he had to give up a professional 
career and return home when his father suffered a 
"stroke
